Congress Turns Down Ford's 


Plan to Increase Food Stamp Prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress rejected 
President Ford’s plan to increase the price of 
food stamps and voted Wednesday to freeze 
the price for the rest of this year. 
It was the first legislative action completed 
by the 94th Congress. 
The Senate passed the bill 76 to 8 and sent it 
to Ford only a few hours after its Agriculture 
Committee approved it without hearings. The 
House had passed it Tuesday 374-38. 


The Senate also approved a resolution, 
which needs no further action, directing 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. Butz to make 
recommendations by June 30 on ways to 
improve 
and reform the program. The 
resolution was urged by Sen. Robert Dole, 
R-Kan. 
The Senate turned back an attempt that had 
failed in committee to make the resolution a 
part of the bill. That would have meant sen­ 


ding the measure back to the House for 
another vote. 
Freezing the prices at the Jan. 1 level would 
kill the administration's plan to save $648 
million a year by making all recipients after 
March 1 pay the legal maximum of 30 per cent 
of their adjusted net income for the coupons.

The delay legislation now 
goes to the Senate where 
Finance Committee Chair­ 
man Russell Long. D-La.. is 
opposed to it and where a 
filibuster

probable. Eventual passage 
is likely, however. 
Democrats —except for 
some 
oil-state 
members 
—supported the delay while 
most Republicans opposed 
it. House GOP leader John 
Rhodes, in what appeared to 
be a veiled threat, told his 
Republican 
colleagues. 
“This is a very important 
vote ... for those of us on this 
side of the aisle to shape 
up.” 
There is every indication 
Ford considers this issue one 
of

showdowns of his presiden­ 
cy.

the fee hikes probably will 
add tw o percentage points to 
the rate of inflation, now 
about 12 per cent. The higher 
petroleum costs —4 cents 
per gallon or more —wi.ll rip­ 
ple through the economy.

Snow, sleet and rain was falling intermittently early 
Thursday morning as The Mercury went to press, and 
the tem peratures were just above freezing.

Although all school districts in the greater Pottstown 
area were closed Wednesday, superintendents of those 
districts said Wednesday night they planned to have 
school open today, weather permitting. 
The precipitation is expected to end shortly after 
dawm. A chance of snow flurries is expected during the 
rest of the day. The highs today should be near 40s. The 
lowfs tonight are expected to be in the 20s. 
Highway crews of Pottstown borough spread 50 tons 
of salt late Tuesday night and Wednesday morning as 
five inches of snow, followed by a freezing rain, fell 'bet­ 
ween 7 p.m.

Residents Complain 
About Contractor 


More than 20 residents attended the Wednesday 
night meeting of the West Pottsgrove commissioners, 
ready to battle the contractor who they said did a shod­ 
dy job of building their homes. 
The Holly Acres residents took 1 4 hours to detail the 
complaints leveled against Anthony C. Cappa relia, 
president of the firm that developed the residential 
tract. 
They expected to fight Gapparella personally at the 
meeting, because he had promised the solicitor of the 
township that he would be at the meeting. 
But since he didn't show-, residents cited his absence 
as, “just another example that he is a man who can t 
keep any of the promises he makes.” 
The commissioners pointed out they have told him 
repeatedly, even in wTiting, that there are serious 
deficiencies in the way he is building residences and 
the various improvements that are required 
But despite his promises, the work remains undone, 
the commissioners said. They also said there are 
numerous health and safety violations, there are a host 
of incomplete items that make up major inconvenien­ 
ces for the residents, and also there are serious 
complications in recording of deeds and sending of tax 
bills, resulting in substantial penalties. 
While several of the residents acted as spokesmen 
for the entire block of neighbors, the rest of those atten-

State of Emergency Is Declared in Peru 


LIMA. Peru (UPI) — The military government of 
Peru crushed a police strike with tanks Wednesday and 
then declared a state of emergency to combat students 
who rampaged through the streets rioting, looting and 
setting fires that turned sections of downtown Lima 
into a smoking inferno. 
An unknown number of soldiers and policemen were 
casualties when tanks smashed into police barracks 
before dawn. When student rioting then erupted, the 
government of President Juan Valasco Alvarado 
placed local government units under direct military 
rule and s u s p e n d e d constitutional rights. 
It was the worst outbreak of violence since Alvarado 
came to power in a coup d’etat in 1968. 
Witnesses said many policemen were wounded in a 
predawn military assault on police stations and 


ambulances filled with wounded raced along the city 
streets all day. 
Just below the sixth-floor office of UPI in downtown 
Lima, tanks and troops fired teargas grenades and 
recoiless rifle machine gun rounds over the heads of 
rioters Wednesday afternoon. 
Throughout Lima groups of students looted stores, 
overturned and burned autos, stoned buses and 
sometimes charged army soldiers in jeeps. 
Thick columns of smoke from the burning buildings 
and cars rose over the downtown area. 
The government charged in a communique that 
“counter-revolutionary elements” were behind the 
riots. 
It said its armored assault on four or five striking 
police district headquarters had resulted in only six 


w-ounded. but witnesses said it was higher and rioting 
students screamed “70 police are dead, 70 police are 
dead,” 
In downtow n Lima, the scene was reminiscent of the 
American black ghetto riots in the 1960s. Looters 
walked underneath the balcony of the UPI office 
carrying clothes, cameras and appliances taken from 
the most important downtown shopping street one 
block away. 
Mobs attacked the downtown Sheraton hotel, but 
were repelled before entering the lobby. 
Heavy plumes of smoke rose over Lima from a 
building two blocks from the American Embassy 
where El Correo and El Ojo, two of six newspapers 
expropriated by the government last July, are prin­ 
ted.

The salary was reduced in 
December. 1973. to its 1969 
level of $35.000 to skirt a con­ 
stitutional prohibition again­ 
st giving Saxbe the full rate 
of pay . 
A provision in the Con­ 
stitution bars a senator or 
representative from serving 
in an appointed office for 
which 
the 
salary7 
was 
increased 
during 
the 
legislative term to which he 
was elected. 
Senate Republicans at fir­ 
st upheld a vote on Levi's 
nomination 
because 
one 
GOP 
leader 
wanted 
to 
examine the printed hearing 
records before voting. 
But that objection was 
apparently waived as the 
Senate 
brought up the 
nomination late in the after­ 
noon as it was preparing to 
adjourn. 


Levi is a former dean of 
the University of Chicago 
Law School and in his early 
career served in the Justice 
Department 
as a deputy 
assistant 
in the antitrust 
division. Through the years 
he has been recognized as a 
legal scholar and an expert 
in antitrust law. 
Levi 
w a s 
approved 
unanimously by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee last 
week after three days of 
hearings, 
He told the committee that 
he supported use of the death 
penalty in a “very limited.” 
number 
of 
crimes, 
and 
argued that its imposition 
could 
be 
a 
deterrent to 
crime.

When news services reported unemployment in 
America reached the 6 million mark, the shock 
waves that followed rippled across the country.

But what wasn't included in the unemployment 
story was the fact that 80 million Americans were 
working. 
The 80 million figure is 92.0 per cent of the 
American work force.

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New Hanover Zoning Controversy: 
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Supervisor-Developer 
Raises Conflict Issue

Mercury Staff Writer 
In. 1968, New Hanover 
Township became one of the 
first in the western end of the 
county to adopt a com­ 
prehensive plan for orderly 
growth. 
Since then, the township 
has had only one proposed 
development that does not fit 
into the pattern envisioned 
in the comprehensive plan: 
a 198 acre housing develop­ 
ment owned in part by the 
township’s veteran super­ 
visor. 
New Hanover's original 
comprehensive plan and 
zoning ordinance placed 250 
acres in a high density 
residential zone <R-15) just 
north of Swamp Pike and 
west of Route 663. 'This 
would allow up to 16 units 
per' acre if garden apart­ 
ments were built. 
A commercial tract was 
placed .on either side of 
Swramp Pike from the 
'Douglass Township line east 
to a point just beyond Route 
663. 
The rest of the lower third 
of the township — the portion 
south of Minister Creek — 
was zoned medium density 
r e sid e n tia l, w ith a 
maximum of 2.8 dwelling 
'units per acre. 
By 1973, the New Hanover 


Township Planning Com­ 
mission had begun studying 
revisions to the zoning as 
recommended by the Mon­ 
tgomery County Planning 
Commission. Courts had 
declared the zoning ordinan­ 
ces of several townships 
in v a lid b ecau se of 
omissions. and each town­ 
ship was attempting to bring 
its zoning ordinance in com­ 
pliance with the law. 
Meanwhile, the township's 
sewer authority began 
working on a proposed sewer 
plan for the township, 
although no sewers were 
planned for the township 
under the Montgomery 
County Sewage Facilities 
Act. 
In M ay, 1973, New 
Hanover Township Super­ 
visor Donald G. Scheffey. a 
12-year veteran on the 
board, purchased two tracts 
of land totaling 198 acres 
together with three part­ 
ners, William Dry, Theodore 
Wills, and D. Richard Jaf- 
fola, according to records in 
the Montgomery County 
Recorder of Deeds office. In 
that same month, the part­ 
nership took the name: 
Clover Leaf Co. 
The land, which cost 
$456,706 according to the 
deeds, was bounded bv 
Scheffey Outlines 
His PRD Interests 
Donald G. Scheffey. a 
12-year veteran on the New 
Hanover Supervisors, has 
been the center of controver­ 
sy in recent months because 
of a 198 acre housing 
d evelopm ent he has 
proposed for the township 
Scheffey talked to The 
Mercury about the situation 
Here are excerpts from that 
conversation: 
What were your original 
plans when your partner­ 
ship, Clover Leaf Co., bought 
the 198 tract in the township? 
“I didn't know what kind 
of development we'd build 
there. In fact, we owned it 
for probably six or eight 
months before we even star­ 
ted subdividing on it. You 
know, we just bought it on 
speculation as people do” 
What plans do you have for 
your development now that 
it's approved? 
“We have no plans to go 
ahead at all... no immediate 
plans, let's put it that way. 
With the money market and 
the selling market the way it 
is right now'., we have no 
plans at all — you're out of 
your mind to start a develop­ 
ment today. We just bought 
it. subdivided it. and we 
have it. that's all." 
How do you say to people 
in the township who feel 
you're working for your own 
benefit at the expense' of the 
township? 
It s funny this attitude 
some people can take toward 
a person in business who 
happens to be active in the 
community. I don't know 
where they think we're sup­ 
posed to get supervisors 
from. 
“Almost everybody in the 
township owns something. I 
own a lot of ground. I have 
50-60 acres here (at my 
home l and, I. own another .20 
acre tract. 
“Speaking candidly, I 
think some people are just 
plain jealous — they look at 
somebody who's doing well 
and say, 'that guy's got lobe 
doing something wrong' 
“I think there’s a hostile 
mood in the whole country in 
as much as people just hate 
the government right now. 
I'm one of those — I'd like to 
go down to Washington and 
strangle half of them,, put. 
them in a barge and ship 
them into the mid-Atlantic 
or som ething. Unfor­ 
tunately, people are just 
hostile. They can’t get 
through to their people in 
Washington; the state gover­ 


nment isn't much better, so 
they're taking it. out on the 
local people. 
"Another reason most of 
the people in this township 
moved from the town into 
the country. Now they’re in 
the country and they want to 
keep it country. They don't 
want anybody else to come 
out . . . and they’re pipe 
dreaming. 
“It s not the issue of PRD 
housing 
it's the new. They 
prefer to keep it open and I 
don't blame them. That's 
why I bought what I bought, 
and I don't have to worry 
about people building 
around me. But unfor­ 
tunately some people can't 
do that.’’ 
Have you ever tried to 
influence the other super 
visors 
or 
planning com­ 
mission members or any 
officials into any acts that 
would be favorable to the 
ground you own? 
“Well. I've heard of people 
accusing me of all kinds of 
things, and if I had one-tenth 
the power people say I 
have, I think I'd be more 
powerful than Hitler. No. 
I've never influenced 
anybody on anything. 
Did you submit a PRD 
proposal to the planning 
commission? 
“A little after we decided 
to subdivide the ground, I 
got interested in PRD's from 
hearing about them I went to 
see some of them and they so 
impressed me that I thought 
it would be just terrific. We 
tried to ask the planning 
commission to have it 
rezoned and of course we 
had the same entourage 
come out to oppose it” 
Have you ever felt you 
should resign? 
“No. never” 
Do you feel there's a con­ 
flict of interest? 
“No, there isn’t any con­ 
flict of interest as far as I'm 
concerned.” 
“What would you think, of 
a person who owns a super­ 
market? He could certainly 
influence a lot of people to 
come and buy in his super­ 
market as a public official. A 
fellow can own a gas station 
and become very popular 
and people come into his gas 
station. It’s no different than 
that. 
¿ 
“There are laws set up. 
rules set up. I didn’t set them 
up I merely abide by them. I 
ab stain from voting 
whenever something comes 
up I'm involved in” 


Rhoades and Leidy Roads to 
the east, part of Route 663 to 
the west, Minister Creek to 
the north, and the Lower 
Pottsgrove Township line to 
the south. 
During the summer of 
1973, New Hanover Town­ 
ship, Boyertown School 
District, state and county 
officials met to discuss a 
sewer plan for the township. 
An agreement was reached 
July 23. 1973, sewer lines 
would be constructed 
throughout the southwestern 
portion of the township with 
federal funds. The township 
would, construct, a new type 
of sewage treatment plant 
with spray irrigation on 
Swamp Creek near Upper 
Frederick Township. The 
plant would be able to serve 
2.250 units by 1990. only 80 
more than, those already 
along the sewer lines. 
Meanwhile, according to 
Curtis Horn, chairman of the 
New Hanover Township 
Planning Commission, 
Clover Leaf Co. had asked 
the local planning com­ 
mission to study a proposal 
to rezone its land from 
medium density residential 
to high density. 
The planning commission, 
held a public hearing in 
August, 1973. More than 100 
residents opposed the plan 
“After receiving so much 
opposition, we decided to 
drop the proposal," Horn 
said. “1 thought it only 
proper that I call the head of 
Clover Leaf. Mr.. Scheffey, 
and tell him of our decision." 
Scheffey was. according to 
Horn, “quite perturbed.” 
On Nov. 9. 1973. the Mon 
tgomery County Planning 
Commission reviewed the 
proposed high density zoning 
change: “It appears." said 
project planner Michael 
Mueller, "that no attention 
has been given to assuring 
that densities made possible 
by zoning revisions do not 
exceed projected sewage 
treatment plant capacity." 
Although giving no 
specific guidance, Mueller 
said the county stood ready 
to help draft zoning ordinan­ 
ce changes. “Until these 
matters can be more fully 
exp 1 ored. we recommend 
that the proposed amend­ 
ments to the zoning ordinan­ 
ce not beaded on” 
According to Horn. Clover 
Leaf then submitted an 
architect's sketch showing a 
planned residential develop­ 
ment. 
PRD zoning does not 
require confor.áiance to 
typical lot size requiremen­ 
ts. Instead, it requires the 
developer, who must rent his 
housing, to build his housing 
in clusters totalling no more 
than 15 per cent of the entire 
tract, with at least 35 per 
cent of the total area set 
aside for open space. 
Since the Montgomery 
County Planning Com­ 
mission had also recommen­ 
ded that New Hanover look 
into PRD zoning, the plan­ 
ning commission began 
studying it as an alternative 
to high density housing. 
By November, 1973, 
Clover Leaf had submitted a 
plan to build a development 
of 528 dwelling units in the 
form of double houses, which 
are perm itted in R-25 
medium density zones. 
The plan was forwarded to 
the county planning com­ 
mission. which responded 
Dec. 5, 1974 that it could not 
support the project. 
“The proposal is not con­ 
sistent with both the New 
Hanover Township Com­ 
prehensive Plan and the 
M ontgom ery County 
Preliminary Use Plan," 
wrote senior planner Ken­ 
neth Hughes. 
“The proposed develop­ 
ment is not consistent with 
the proposals or intent of the 
Montgomery County Sewage 
F a c ilitie s Plan and 
agreements (between the 
Montgomery County Plan­ 
ning Commission and New 


Hanover Township. 
“ The development is 
likely to have an adverse 
impact upon the township 
due to a large increase in 
population over a short 
period of time. " 
Hughes noted there was no 
legal basis for denial of the 
subdivision. He added that 
regardless of the outcome of 
the subject proposal, the 
township should take action 
to restrict development to 
the point where any future 
proposals would not create 
an excessive demand on ser­ 
vices ” 
Less than six months, 
later. Clover Leaf submitted 
a plan for ♦he development 
of its 198 acre tract, this time 
with 494 dwelling units in the 
form of double houses. 
The plan was forwarded to 
the county planning com­ 
mission June 6. 1974. On 
August 16, the commission 
again said it could not sup­ 
port the plan “for many of 
the same reasons stated In. 
our letter dated Dec. 5,1973. 
“We believe resubmission 
is not substantially different 
in concept from the original 
proposal.” 
The county again urged 
the local planning com­ 
mission to study amendmen­ 
ts to the township zoning 
code that would restrict 
development. 
But on August 15. the 
supervisors had already 
approved the development 
plan — with Scheffey 
abstaining. 
Last week, the New 
Hanover Township Planning 
C o m m i s s ion p r opo se d 
making two PRD zones in 
the township... One would be 
optional, at the site of the 
current R-15 zoning. 
The other would comprise 
a tract of land east of Route 
633. south of Minister Creek, 
north of the Lower Pott­ 
sgrove Township line, and 
west of Rhoads and Leidy 
Roads. Two-thirds of the 
tract would be composed of 
Clover Leaf's tract. The 
planning com m ission 
recommended up to 8 
dwelling units per acre. 
Almost 200 residents 
showed up at the township 
meeting, asking questions. 
“Since the township already 
has 150 acres of high density 
housing, is the new PRD 
essential?” asked one 
resident. 
Township solicitor Ronald 
Reynier said this wpas up to 
the courts to decide; if the 
area w-as too small, the 
ordinance could be ruled 
invalid. 
But Arthur Loeben. chair­ 
man of the Montgomery 
County Planning Com­ 
mission, told The Mercury 
that enough high density 
zoning already existed. 
According to Horn, Schef­ 
fey would not be able to hook 
up to the county sewer when 
it is constructed because the 
sewer plant will not have 
enough capacity. 
“That’s my understan­ 
ding,” he said. “Scheffey 
u'ould have to build a 
package sewage treatment 
plant." 
But Glen Witmer of the 
state D epartm ent of 
Environmental Resources in 
Norristown, said the DER 
will recommend that Clover 
Leaf hook into the towniship 
sewer. * 
“Perhaps the township 
can amend its application 
for federal funds to make the 
plant larger," 
Would Clover Leaf’s land 
become more valuable if 
rezoned from R-25 to PRD, 
with 8 dwelling units per. 
acre? 
“Studies have shown that 
the land becomes more 
valuable if it’s zoned for 
higher density ,” said Loeben 
of the Montgomery County 
Planning Commission. 
Loeben said his com­ 
mission would recommend 
no more1 than 5 to 6 dwelling, 
units per acre in a PRD zone 
in New Hanover.

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Planning Chairman Horn 
Tells How PRD Originated 


Curtis C. Horn, owner of 
Emerald Tool and Die Co., 
Boyertown. and a six. year 
resident of New Hanover 
Township, has been a mem­ 
ber of the township planning 
commission since 1972. Since 
November . 1973. he has been 
chairman. 
The Mercury talked with 
Mr. Horn about the con- 
t r o v e r s i a 1 rezoning 
proposals submitted for 
public comment by the plan­ 
ning commission: 
Why did the New Hanover 
T o w it S' hip 
PI ann ing Com­ 
mission try to amend the 
zoning ordinance? 
“The ordinance had been 
written in 1968, and in the 
interval, a number of town­ 
ships had been challenged in 
court on zoning - - - .and lost. 
The county sent letters to 
townships saying if you had 
ordinances that w-ere wor­ 
ded similarly, you were 
requested to change it so you 
couldn’t be challenged. And 
we were working on it,” 
Why did the township plan­ 
ning com mission proposal 
adding a new R-15 (highden­ 
sity) zone east of Route 663 
in August, 1973? 
“Clover Leaf Co knew we 
were rewriting the zoning 
ordinance and they asked us 
if we could rezone it R-15. 
That would mean smaller 
lots. The sewer is to go in 
this area and they figured 
R-15 lots are not too small 
for a sewered area. This is 
the area that's supposed to 
grow because it’s the closest 
to Pottstown. And with the 
new Project 500 industrial 
park that is supposed to go in 
at Limerick, you can expect 
a lot of growth in this 'area. 
“We’re going to try to con­ 
tain it in the area down here 
(the southwest protion). We 
don’t want it up into the 
whole township. 
“We looked over the plan 


(submitted by Clover Leaf 
for 
R-15) and we added 
single dwellings. We presen­ 
ted the plan at a public 
hearing, and the people did 
not like it. 
“Clover Leaf then came to 
us and asked if we could plan 
it for planned residential 
development.. So we took 
both plans under con­ 
sideration. They submitted 
an architect ’s sketch of what 
the development would look 
like R-15 and what it would 
look like PRD using the 
same amount of area ...... 
because in PRD you would 
get more units than R-15. 
“Clover Leaf thought this 
(their development) was in 
the sewered area and they 
would get the sewers. We 
had. meetings with the school 
board and the fire marshal 
and every concerned 
organization, and we found 
out that the sewer would ser­ 
ve the area but only the 'units 
already existing. 
"We found out at the last 
meeting that the state wants 
to monitor the newr sewer 
plant for 10 years before the 
township would be allowed 
to expand the plant . 
“This comes as quite a 
surprise to every body, 
especially, I believe, the 
people who were trying to 
develop Clover Leaf. Their 
new plan would be to double 
the existing units and there’s 
no way the plant will take 
care of it. ” 
Why did the planning com­ 
mission feel the R-15 zoning 
already existing in the town­ 
ship was not sufficient? Did 
the 
planning commission 
feel 
that existing zoning 
couldn't meet a challenge1 in 
the courts? 
“ That is one of the 
reasons. 
“After the August 15, 1973 
m eeting I called the 
president of Clover Leaf. 


Mr. Scheffey. He's had 12 
years as a member of the 
supervisors, and after the 
meeting I felt I owed him. as 
a gentleman, the courtesy of 
calling him and telling him 
our decision. I told him we 
were not going to rezone 
PRD. The people didn't want 
it. We were going to leave it 
R-25. 
“Well, he got quite pertur­ 
bed. 
“Then he went back with 
his landscape architect and 
they drew up a set of plans 
and submitted them to the 
township acccording to the 
ordinance w'ritten R-25, 
which allows you to build a 
double home on a 25,000 
square foot lot. He submitted 
a plan for 244 double homes, 
that's 488 units in straight 
rows . . . and rows of roofs 
. . , and it gives us 20 acres 
of open space, most of it 
drainage ditches, the 
natural drainage that is in 
there. 
“I had the county work on 
that plan. And they worked 
three weeks to try to find 
some way to kill it. There's 
no way. The man conformed 
to the ordinance. They did 
not support the plan. I had 
his plan. But it conforms' to 
the ordinance. 
“According to the Mon­ 
tgomery County Planning 
Commission, you'll get 1*2 
children on a double home— 
and that's a very conser­ 
vative estimate. So you're 
talking upwards of 900 
children with 20 acres to 
play in —that'sail. 
“Now if the land were 
zoned PRD — and the county 
recommended we take a 
good hard look at PRD—the 
man must give you 70 acres 
of open space. And in. a. PRD 
setup, according to the coun­ 
ty, you will have 200 to 300 
less children 
“Looking at this, which 


would you rather have? 
“In a PRD setup, the 
developer owns the entire 
thing and has to maintain 
the roads, plow the snow, 
maintain the whole bit. .And 
the only thing the township 
has to do is provide police 
and fire protection. 
“This is why we took a 
look at the PRD and put it in 
there. 
“I wanted to stop the PRD 
zone right there. But the 
planning commission said 
no, if you contain it just to 
those 200 acres, the people 
are going to scream you're 
doing it as a favor to Schef­ 
fey." 
Why did you allow up to 8 
units per acre in your new 
proposed PRD zone? Arthur 
Loeben, director of the Mon­ 
tgomery County Planning 
Commission., says 5 or 6 .per1 
acre would be enough. 
“The original zoning for 
R-15 included garden apart­ 
ments w'hich allowed up to 16 
per acre. We thought cutting 
it in half was enough. This 
proposal isn't finalized. This 
was merely presented to the 
people for their opinion. 
Before it comes up again, 
the rules on this thing will be 
written. 
Why didn't you take up the 
.Montgomery County Plan­ 
ning Commission on its offer 
to help the township with its 
zoning? 
“At $3.000 a year? Our 
township cannot support the 
planning commission to 
have a $3,000 a year mem­ 
ber. 
“The county planning 
com m ission helped me 
greatly with this 200 acre 
business (the Clover Leaf 
development.) On the rest of 
it, there’s no big problem 
We had a lawyer. We had an 
engineer. We know what the 
changes should be. we’re 
making them.” 


The Pennsylvania Story By Mason Denison 
Attorney General Question Has Strong Support

political chief executive. 
In the .50-member State

m e a s u re 
providing for the.election of 
the attorney general carries 
the prim e sponsorship of 
Sen. 
H en ry 
G. Hager, 
Williamsport, and nine'other 
members of the Senate while 
the bill introduced in the 
House of Representatives 
carries the prime sponsor­ 
ship of Rep. David S. Hayes, 
Erie County, and 28 other 


members of the House. 
Thus the unusually heavy 
s pon so r sh ip 
seem ingly 
would indicate a 'Strong 
desire to get on with the job

With Its Windfall Profits 


WASHINGTON - Oil-rich 
Iran seems to turn a new 
corner every week. 
Rising m arket prices for 
“black gold” have created, a 
windfall, enabling the Mid­ 
dle east country to int.rod.uce' 
several innovations,. 
“ What distinguishes Iran 
is the speed and vision, with 
which she has put the bonan­ 
za to work — not only in the 
traditional form of foreign 
investments or Swiss bank 
holdings, but also in the ver­ 
satile hands of the Iranians 
themselves. ” 
Against the day when her 
underground wealth runs 
dry, Iran has branched out 
into such diverse fields as 
petrochemicals, mining, 
machine tools, irrigation 
system s, ocean farming, 
synthetic fibers, and nuclear 
energy. 
As the Shah of Iran told 
Graves: “Your people in the 
West find it hard to believe 
us when we say that in 10 
years we will be another 
France or Germany. But I 
can assure you it is no 
exaggeration: Our young 
people will inherit a dif­ 
ferent country.” 
I n c r e a s in g 
political 
freedom has not come 
quickly enough for a highly 
v o ca l 
stu d e n t 
group, 
especially those studying 
abroad. They criticize the 
Iranian government for 


repression. 
A history professor at 
Tehran University goes 
along with the evident 
'majority of Iranians who 
b a c k 
t h e i r 
m o n a rc h ’s 
methods. 


“We’re in the process of 
peaceful 
revolution,” he 
says, "and look at the results 
so far — land reform, 
industrialization, vastly 
in c re a s e d 
in,c0m e, and 
emancipation of women 
from the age-old tyranny of 
Islamic custom. 
“Just recently the Shah 
decreed free education and 
m e d i c a l 
c a re for all 
Iranians. My students are 
simply too young to grasp 
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the e n o r m i t y of these 
changes, I tell them, ‘Have 
patience — one revolution, at 
a time. ’ ” 
C ontrasts of past and 
present are readily apparent 
in Iran where a. visitor can 
admire skyscrapers and a 
new multimillion-dollar 
hospital, but still see raw’ 
sewage flowing through 
open ditches along some 
streets. 


Beneath a. colorless expan­ 
se of flat-roofed houses and 
office buildings fashioned 
from concrete or sun-dried 
brick, the 
growing city 
crowds 3.500,000' people into 
85 square miles,

in Tehran traffic, every 
resident seem s to own a. car 
and be bent on destruction.

This time the outsider who 
had messed up our schools is 
Dr. Benjamin Spock. the 
famous pediatrician who 
wrote the baby-care book 
Since Dr. Spock lives in 
New York, and probably 
never saw the inside of one 
of our schools (the mayor 
hasn’t seen many himself »„ 
some people might find it 
hard to imagine how Dr. 
Spock could be such a factor. 
But it was no problem, for 
the nim ble mind of the 
mayor. He said: 
“What have our children 
been subjected to for the last 
20 years? I think his name is 
Dr. Spock. 
“He said. 'Let the children 
be permissive.’ 
“If they throw a brick 
through the window, pat 
them on the arm and say, 
i t ’s all right .’

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Request for Plot Plans 
Developer Shows Interest 
In Downtown Renewal Site 


Pottstown Borough Manager Joseph D. Banta 
disclosed this week there is at least one potential 
developer standing by to take over the South Hanover 
Street urban renewal project area when the buildings 
there are razed. 
The Montgomery County Redevelopment Authority 
plans to tear down three buildings in the project area 
which now house thriving businesses. 
Two weeks ago owners of those businesses received 
notices from the authority (from whom they had been 
leasing the buildings) they would have to vacate by 
April 5 because the buildings will be tom down shortly 
thereafter. 
Public response to the eviction notices and the 
threatened demolition of the buildings, focused on a 
key point. 
“There is no developer ready to step in and erect new 
buildings on the property. Why not hold off demolition 
until a developer can be found?" they said. 
Moreover, doubt was cast on the ability of the the 
authority to locate a developer". . . since it failed to 
find one all the years the project was being worked 
on." 
“The authority couldn't begin seeking developers." 
Banta explained , “because it had no definite date when 
the cleared land would be available. 
“The Reading Railroad was holding up completion of 
the project because of its reluctance to sell its property 
until a better price was offered. 
“And without a firm date, it would be impossible for 
a developer to obtain his financing.' ’ 
The manager said it would be easier to attract a 


developer for cleared land rather than property with 
buildings on it for two reasons. 
“Without the buildings it would be easier for the 
potential developer to visualize what *he property 
looks like," he said. 
“But the most important aspect is that with existing 
buildings, occupied by people operating going 
businesses, a developer would be taking a major risk. 
“Suppose he obtained his financing, then one of the 
business operators decided to bring suit to keep from 
being evicted. 
“That could drag on in the courts for years, 
holding up demolition. In the meantime, the developer 
would be required to continue paying a high interest on 
the financing be secured. 
“There's no question about it." said Banta, “it, is 
much easier to find a developer if the land you want to 
develop is vacant." 
Banta said last week when a potential developer 
asked for plot plans of the site where the buildings w ill 
be demolished and an approximate selling price for the 
land. 
The manager said that price still hasn't been deter­ 
mined. pending outcome of an appraisal which will set 
the value of vacant land in downtown Pottstown. 
Banta also said he’s been contacted by an out-of-town 
architect interested in preparing several plans for 
redevelopment which would include restoration of the 
Reading passenger station for commercial use rather 
than demolition. 
“There is a great deal of interest in that area of 
town," he added, “if only people would realize it. ” 


Flu Cases 


On Rise in 


Schools 


Absenteeism resulting from the flu is 
on the rise in some area school districts 
And. while the problem locally isn't 
nearly as great as in many parts of the 
country where influenza-related deaths 
reached epidemic proportions, school 
officials are keeping a watchful eye on 
the situation. 
The Pottstown School District seems to 
be hit the hardest. Dr. Ray E. Feick. 
superintendent, said 14.7 per cent of the 
intermediate school students m absent 
Monday. 
He said the same rate of absenteeism 
was experienced in the high school. On 
an average day. only 6 to 7 per cent of the 
students in the district will be absent. 
Dr Feick said he doesn't feel the 
situation is extremely serious, but there 
is concern that incidents of the flu will 
continue to increase 
Joseph Roberts, superintendent of the 
Pottsgrove District, also reported a rise 
in the number of students out with the flu 
this week . 
“ We thought it was ending last 
weekend because there was a decrease in 
absenteeism but the number of incidents 
went up Monday and again Tuesday." he 
said. 


Although no exact figures were 
available, Roberts said he noticed a 
definite increase this week in the number 
of students and teachers absent because 
of the flu. 
“I know a few more teachers are out 
and more students are absent." he said. 
“It’s really not too serious yet but we’re 
going to keep an eye on the matter . " 
Administrators at some other school 
districts, however, said there is almost 
no problem with the flu at all. 
“I haven’t noticed any increase in 
incidents of the flu.” said Dr. Raymond 
Straub, superintendent off the Phoenix­ 
ville Area School District. 
“The principals at the various schools 
always report to me when the rate of 
absenteeism is above normal, and no one 
has made such a report." Dr. Straub 
said.Edward Kuser. principal of Boyertown 
.Area High School, said the school had 
only minor problems with the flu. and 
Wilbur Savage, principal at Junior High 
East, said the rate of absenteeism is 
declining. 
“I would say fewer students are out so 
far this week than last week," he said, 
“We still have more students absent than 
normal but it seems to be subsiding,"

Forming Still Attracts Young People 


Not everybody is ready to 
leave the farm. 
A small group of young 
people, mostly the children 
Of area farmers, still thinks 
there is a future in 
America's basic industry 
They don't mind getting up 
hours before the sun rises 
and working until after it 
sets, even though there's not 
a lot of money to be gained. 
“I've wanted to be a far­ 
mer since I was old enough 
to help my dad." said 
Michael Mowrer, who helps 
his father run a 450 acre 
dairy farm in East Vincent 
Township. 
“My dad took the business 
over from my grandfather. 
My brother and I plan, to go 
into a partnership with my 
father in the near future" 
The Mowrers own 100 
acres and rent the rest of 
their land. They sell their 
milk to Bechtel Dairies, 
Royersford. 
Michael, who 
married last June, has been 


out of Owen J. Roberts High 
School two years. His 
brother. Thomas, just 
graduated from OJR last 
June. 
“My wife's father had a 
truck patch, and now he's a 
field man for Agway, so 
she's used to farming," 
Michael said. “I feel as if I'll 
always be farming. It might 
not be here, if things get too 
high. But I hope I'll be able 
to farm somewhere else. " 
Edwin Mast, a junior at 
Owen J. Roberts, feels the 
same way. He, his older 
brother Frank, and his 
father farm 250 acres in 
Elverson RD 2. They sell 
their milk to Lehigh Valley 
Cooperative, Allentown. 
“I've been farming ever 
since I can remember, and 
that’s what I’ve always wan­ 
ted to do”, Mast said. Like 
Mowrer, Mast feels he'll 
always stay in farming, but 
might not always stay in 
Chester County. 


“I don't think farming's 
hot here, right now. People 
are building houses all 
around us and the taxes and 
rent for farmland are going 
up. I've been talking to my 
brother about moving and 
buying a farm in north cen- 
tral Pennsylvania in a 
couple years or so. ” 
Mow-rer is concerned that 
the public has the wrong 
idea about farm ers. 
“There's a lot more to far­ 
ming than you'd think" he 
said. “ You start at 4:3d1 in 
the morning and you're not 
done until 6. And that's in the 
winter. In certain seasons, 
you're working late into the 
night. 
“People don't want to 
work those hours for you 
because they don't get paid 
that much, " he continued. 
“We have a lot of modem 
equipment, but it costs a lot 
of money. For what we have 
to put into it, we don’t get 
money back on our invest­ 


ment nearly as fast as 
industry. 
“Our expenses - grain, 
electricity - have gone up 
tremendously in the last 
couple years but our income 
has not gone up in a similar 
way. 
The price of milk 
hasn't gone up much. 
“People holler farmers 
make a lot of money but it's 
not true. The middle man is 
making the money. If the 
middle man could get a little 
less money, the prices in 
stores w'ouldn't have to go up 
that much.”

In Shooting 


An escaped convict captured in 
Phoenixville was arraigned Wednesday 
afternoon before District Justice Harry 
Moles on charges stemming from a 
shooting in Norristown. 
Bradford Collins, a 20-year-old escapee 
from a Virginia prison, was charged with 
attempted murder, possession of 
instruments of crime, and aggravated 
assault. 
He then was committed to Mon­ 
tgomery County Prison, Norristown, in 
default of $50.000 bail pending a further 
hearing before District Justice Moles. 
Collins was taken into custody in 
Phoenixville Tuesday night after stan­ 
ding off police for more than three hours. 
Collins, who reportedly was armed, 
remained inside a second floor room in. 
the Kimberton Springs Apartments, 
Route 113 near Route 724, until the police 
threatened to send trained dogs into the 
building. 
After surrendering to police, Collins 
was arraigned before District Justice 
John T. Jeffers on fugitive from justice 
charges. 
Charles G. Moody, chief of detectives 
for Montgomery County District Attor­ 


ney Milton O. Moss, said Wednesday 
county authorities were seeking Collins 
as a suspect in a robbery and shooting in 
the Edgewater Apartments, Norristown. 
Monday night. 
In that incident. Robert Wells, Con- 
shohocken, was shot in the chest and 
admitted to the intensive care unit of 
M ontgom ery County Hospital. 
Norristown, 
Collins was serving time for grand lar­ 
ceny, abduction and armed robbery 
when he escaped from the Petersburg 
Prison, Va., in October, 1974. police said. 
Moody said the county detectives lear­ 
ned Collins was in the Kimberton Apart­ 
ments early Tuesday afternoon. 
Phoenixville police were called shortly 
before 2:30 p.m. for assistance in 
surrounding the apartment complex, and 
state troopers from Embreeville 
Barracks also were dispatched to the 
scene. 
Police contemplated using tear gas to 
draw Collins out of the apartment but 
decided the risk of fire was too great. 
Police announced over loudspeakers 
they were going to send the trained dogs 
into the apartment and Collins surren­ 
dered moments later.

Simon Encourages Foreign Investments in American Corporations 


WASHINGTON ( U P I ) - 
Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon said Wednesday oil 
exporting 
countries have 
invested $11 billion of their 
1974 earnings in the United 
States 
and 
more 
is 
welcome. 
“I look very positively on 
foreign investment in this 
country,” 
Simon 
told 
Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee. “We need all the 
investment we can get.” 
Simon, 
a 
former Wall 
Street investment banker, 
expressed no dismay over 
the possibility that Iran may 
buy a controlling interest in 
Pan American World Air-

He said the possibility was 
under 
discussion 
at 
a 
meeting 
of 
government 
economic experts he atten­ 
ded earlier Wednesday but 
no decision was reached. 
'Some 
concern 
was 
expressed because Pan Am 
is a Defense Department 
contractor and the govern­ 
ment generally does not 
favor 
substantial 
foreign 
investment in firms vital to 
the national security such as 
weapons makers. 
Simon said he is aware of 
widespread 
public 
uneasiness 
about 
Arab 
investments in the United 


States and the possibility 
foreigners may take control 
of U.S. corporations. 
"That’s not the way they 
operate," he said. “They’re 
extremely conservative. ” 
Late last year, Chairman 
Arthur Burns of the Federal 
Reserve said he would not be 
concerned if members of the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries took 
over Coca-Cola or Quaker 
Oats, as long as they did not 
take over major defense 
industries. 
Simon said he welcomed 
foreign investment because 
the shortage of capital is a 
threat to the well-being of 


U.S. capitalism. 
"History will judge us, not 
on how 
we 
handle our 
short-run problems such as 
recession, but on our ability 
to deal with the more fun­ 
damental problems of the 
allocation of resources and 
capital formation,” Simon 
said. 
In a recent interview', he 
said the United States has 
always welcomed foreign 
investment just like it has 
always invested abroad. 
Testifying in a hearing of 
the Joint Economic Commit­ 
tee, Simon said the nations 
received about $90 billion 
from their oil sales — four 


times what they earned in 
1973. Other exports brought 
in about $5 billion, raising 
their total receipts to $95 
billion, he said. 
Of 
that 
sum 
the oil 
producing countries spent 
about 18.5 per cent, or $11 
billion, was invested in the 
United States, Simon said. 
He said figures available to 
the Treasury suggest that 
bout $6 billion was invested 
in 
U.S. 
gov e r n me n t 
securities, about $4 billion in 
bank deposits or other bank 
issues, and “as best we car, 
tell, less than $1 billion was 
invested in property and 
equities in this country.** 


Arthur Burns, chairman ot 
the Federal Reserve, said 
last year he was not concer­ 
ned 
if 
OPEC 
members 
gained control of companies 
such as Coca-Cola or Quaker 
Oats as long as their invest­ 
ments did not buy control of 
firms vital to the national 
'security such as defense con­ 
tractors.

T an ker Pilot C la im s C aptain 


W as in Control of E. M. Q ueeny 


PHILADELPHIA lAP) - 
The pilot aboard the tanker 
Edgar M. Queeny said Wed­ 
nesday the ship's captain 
was in control when the 
Queeny rammed a docked 
oil tanker on the Delaware 
River, setting off a chain 
reaction of explosions and 
fire. 
The oil tanker Corinthos 
exploded and burned when it 
was rammed early Friday at 
its dock at Marcus Hook. Pa. 
Three persons were killed 
and 21 others are missing 
and presumed dead 
The pilot, Sverre Soren­ 
sen, testified at a Coast 
Guard board of inquiry' that 
the captain, A. F. Kellogg, 
was 
nervous during the 
Queeny’s attempted U-turn 


which 
resulted 
in 
the 
collision. 
“I was on the port, wing 
when the captain came in 
the 
door 
from 
the 
wheelhouse and said. ‘We’re 
going to be close.’ ” Soren­ 
sen testified. “My reply was. 
‘Captain, she should make 
that OK.' ” 
But Sorensen said that mo­ 
ments 
later, 
the 
ship’s 
engines were reversed and 
she swung slowly into the 
Corinthos. 
That vessel was unloading 
417,000 barrels of crude oil. 
It was completely destroyed 
in a fire that burned three 
days and spread a huge oil 
slick on the river. 
Sorensen said he tried to 
stave off the collision. “I hol­ 


lered you’d better get the 
starboard anchor down. But 
I h e a r d no anchor being 
dropped,” he said. 


The pilot's testimony was 
challenged by lawyers for 
Kellogg, who has yet to give 
his side. They claim the 
Queeny 
would 
not have 
cleared the Corinthos had 
Kellogg followed Sorensen’s 
orders and said had Kellogg 
not acted, the tragedy would 
have been worse. 


Sorensen 
specifically 
refuted charges by attorney's 
for the National Maritime 
Union, who, although not 
parties to the investigation, 
claim they had evidence that 
the steering mechanism of 
the Queeny was faulty.

Bell Laboratories has 
devised a quick, easy blood 
test for lead poisoning. 
The one-m inute test 
requires only a drop of blood 
and can be performed by a 
nurse or health officer using 
an inexpensive portable 
instrument designed by the 
Labs 
Current lead poisoning 
tests require larger blood 
sam ples and a blood 
chemistry analysis perfor­ 
med by medical laboratory 
specialists using expensive, 
complicated instruments. 
More than 30.000 cases of 
lead poisoning were repor­ 
ted in the United States 
during 1973. 
Bell Labs is making infor­ 
mation about the technique 
and te st equipm ent 
available to Federal public 
health authorities. Health 
officials in the New York 
metropolitan area already 
tested the new technique and 
found it effective. However, 
before it can be used for 
m ass screenings, the 
technique must be approved 
bv the U.S. Department of 
Health. 
The w ork on lead 
poisoning grew out of Bel! 
Laboratories' studies of the 
p ro p erties of large 
molecules in red blood cells 
— a project aimed at finding 
ways to retard deterioration 
in plastic wire insulation.

For example, old pants and 
a sleeveless top may be tur­ 
ned into a short jumpsuit 
with 
cu ffed pants and 
sleeves. It's all done with 
scissors, thread and needle. 
The idea of the book, insist 
authors Delia Brock and 
Lorraine Bodger. is not only 
to add a bit of rick-rack or 
lace to change a costume, 
but to disguise it completely. 
Restyling a garment, dyeing 
the fabric and adding but­ 
tons or fringe or braid are 
stylish wrays to do it. Turning 
a long sweater into a short 
one involves cutting off the 
bottom of the sweater, shor­ 
tening the sleeves and al­ 
tering t he necklme. Add but­ 
tons and a wide-tie closing, 
and challenge your best 
friend to tell you whether she 
has seen the garment before. 
Other ideas suggested in 
the book for recycling a 
sweater into a stylish mode 
include these: 
A pullover 'sweater with 
crew or turtle neckline may 
get a new look by making it 
shorttr.’ snugger and using 
satin ribbon, metallic braid, 
e m b r c i de r y t h read, star 
studs, spangles, sequins and 
glass, shiny or iridescent 
seed beads. 
A middy sweater can be 
made from an old turtleneck 
by refashioning the neckline 
and adding a collar and cuffs 
made from handkerchiefs or 
cloth napkins. Six buttons 
are used below the neckline 
and four are put on pants to 
unify the outfit. 
As for blouses, the authors 
s u g g e s t 
dyeing 
faded 
blouses a bright new color 
and stained blouses a darker 
color (when the stain color is 
lighter than the blouse 
color). Using embroidery 
designs to revitalize an old 
blouse can be a real budget 
stretcher. Embroidered bor­ 
ders may be used.., too. 
around sleeves, neckline and 
the bottom, of a blouse. 
Smocking, the use of em­ 
broidery to shirr an area in 
decorative fashion,., can be 
attractive and change the 
look of something old even 
as it tapers a big fit. a good 
trick for the girl who has lost 
weight or has inherited a 
blouse from big sis. 


Turning old pants into fan­ 
cy pants may have some 
appeal for home sewers. 
There are instructions for 
in se rtin g 
fa b ric after 
opening 
leg 
seams, for 
adding pocket and cuff 


trims, decorations and so on. 
One attractive change that 
can be made with jeans is 
turning them into short or 
long skirts with the addition 
of a V-shape piece of fabric. 
Properly done, it can, 'be a 
chic look. Blue and white or 
red 
and 
w hite ticking 
provides a nice transition. 
An estim ated one-half 
yard is needed to convert 
jeans to a medium size skirt, 
more if one is turning jeans 
into a long skirt. 
The 
cro tch 
seam 
is 
opened, front, and back, fora 
few- inches. Fabric is turned 
under until it is smooth. It 
should be pinned down and 
tried on to see if it lies flat, 
which may be the most 
tedious part of the insert. 
Alter ironing flat, cut off the 
excess fabric, leaving a one- 
half-inch seam allowance.

In an age of' computerization', in which businesses 
operate with such frightening efficiency that they are 
actually a threat to employment, basketball is a monu­ 
ment to botchery. 
It 
spends 
its 
days trying to survive 
its mis­ 
govern men! and the scandalous wastage that promises 
to suffocate it. 
WHERE TO START 
You begin, for example, by pondering the vast 
sums basketball squanders merely on prospects. Seattle 
lays out a fortune for a Jim McDaniels, whom the club 
then decides can't play, an opinion shared by all the 
others. 
Still, McDaniels will be paid, as will others taken 
as rookies for massive amounts and who turn out to be 
ordinary. 
In no sport can you always tell how a young play­ 
er will develop as a pro, but you don't go on the hook 
for outrageous fees. 
Next, you look at an Elgin Baylor, a Jerry West 
and at others wrangling contracts that call for payment 
whether they play or not. 
The mysteries of West's agreement with the Lakers 
aren't a matter of public record, but the language 
apparently is such that he is due a ton of money for the 
next four years even if he chooses not to perform. 
As for Baylor, he departed in 1971 
— and he 
hasn't gone off the payroll yet. 
When an athlete is injured, a team has a moral 
obligation to pay him in full for the season in progress. 
But the generosity of basketball warms your heart. 
A number of contracts call for two years of payment if 
a guy can't play. 
And if, for instance, he has a five-year contract 
and should be injured in the fifth year, he would be 
paid for two years after that. 
When you consider that these two years easily 
could involve a half-million dollars, you begin to get 
the point on misadministration in the sphere of basket­ 
ball 
Next, we explore case studies of general malfea­ 
sance. An ABA team in San Diego signs Wilt Chamber- 
lain as a coach for a pay appraised at $610,000. 
What he delivered for that amount isn't easy to 
understand, except that the dentist-owner should have 
given himself a shot of sodium pentathol before making 
the deal. 
Then you ask what Bill Russell has done for the 
Supersonics at a coaching fee that doubtless exceeds 
$250,000 a year. 
Has Pete Maravich rewarded the New Orleans 
Jazz for $350,000' a year? Last inspected1, the Jazz 
had won 5 and lost 37. 
As new players, at outlandish figures, did Austin 
Carr do much for Cleveland and Doug Collins for 
Philadelphia? And what riches has Rick Mount brought 
to his employers? 
It isn't surprising that Buffalo's Ernie DiGregorio 
should have laughed the other day and told a reporter 
that he was "ridiculously overpaid." 
Inoperative for three months, he continues to col­ 
lect at a rate that could run $300,000 or more — and 
his team is doing remarkably well in his absence. 
At $40,000 a year, Bill Walton favored Portland 
with his absence for 20 games. 
INEXACT SCIENCE 
In basketball, as in other sports, the science of 
personnel is inexact, meaning there is no way to isolate 
instantly the real article. In the process of sorting, mis­ 
takes are inevitable. 
Nor can injuries be avoided, nor can management 
psychoanalyze its livestock and cull that element that is 
apt to go coconuts. 
But by structuring its game so capriciously in an 
economic way, basketball is not geared to survive its 
wastage. Its television ratings are modest at best, and 
its owners are living in a fantasy in which they see the 
public bailing them out interminably. 
They don't seem to realize that each time they 
bump the price of tickets, they move closer to their fin­ 
ish. But don't discourage them, because if contract writ­ 
ing is an art, they may be shooting for a Pulitzer Prize.

MINNEAPOLIS <AP) — 
The 
National 
Football 
League Players Association 
sees as a good sign a ruling 
Monday by the National 
Labor Relations Board that 
the NFL must return more 
than $20,000 in fines to 
players. 


The NLRB said the league 
must reimburse 106 players 
who were fined $200 each for 
leaving 
the 
bench area 
during fights on the field. 
The fines were levied under 
a rule instituted by the 
league on March 25,197!. 


“This rule and all sorts of 
other 
rules 
that try to 
regulate player conduct are 
proper 
matters 
for 
negotiation.” said NFLPA 
Executive Director Ed Gar­ 
vey. 


“In effect, the NLRB told 
the owners they have to deal 
with the union. That’s a good 
sign. 


“This is also the first time 
an unfair labor practice 
charge has been taken to its 
conclusion 
against any 
professional 
sport by 
athletes.” 


The rule called for an auto­ 
matic $200 fine for any 
player leaving the bench 
area while a fight was in 
progress on the field. 


The 106 fines all stemmed 
from fights in three games 
during 1971—Minnesota-San 
Diego 
in 
the preseason, 
Atlanta-San Francisco and 
Chicago-New Orleans in the 
regular season. 


The players association 
first filed its complaint with 
the NLRB on the bench-fine 
matter against the NFL 
Management Council and 
the 26 NFL teams. The 
association claimed the rule 
was instituted unlawfully by 
team owners. 
“We didn’t oppose the rule

only because they wouldn’t 
negotiate with us on it,” Gar­ 
vey said. “The rule doesn't 
take 
into 
consideration 
intent to join the fight. 
“In all three games, the 
fights broke out when the 
ball had changed hands, so 
the offense of one team and 
the defense of the other were 
running out into the field.

David Krause, for instance, reported that the lack of 
street lighting on the dark hill ot the subdivision 
presents a hazard for anyone walking the street or for 
children playing outdoors alter sunset. 
Peter Supeo. public works commissioner, retorted 
that the township already approved a street lighting 
plan last July, but that somehow Capparella failed to 
complete formalities that would give Philadelphia 
Electric Co. the go ahead. 
Once PE has such a go ahead, Supco said, it doesn't 
take that company long before installations are com­ 
plete. 
Krause said he lived in his home since July, but the 
house is falling into disrepair and despite repeated 
promises by the developer, no repairs are made. 
Jerry Fisher cited the health and safety hazards 
presented especially to children by two open foun­ 
dations which are filled with water. Those gaping holes 
are covered with thin sheets of ice in cold weather and 
could easily claim a life by drowning. 
In addition. Fisher said, a dumping area is a favorite 
breeding ground for rodents, which increased in num­ 
bers ever since he moved in last September. 
Also, an exposed 220-volt electrical line running to 
his air conditioning unit could seriously injure anyone

Thomas O'Neill, building inspector, was told by the 
commissioners to force Capparella to make repairs, to 
complete the work he promised to do, and to eliminate 
the hazards immediately. 
O'Neill was urged to u 
sny means at his disposal, 
enlisting the aid of the township solicitor, the board of 
health and any other officials that could produce 
action. 
It was noted that because of serious violations the 
township halted the issuance of building permits and 
occupancy permits until corrections are made, but 
apparently that tactic is not working because in winter 
Capparella doesn't plan to do any construction 
anyway, so it’s no hardship. 
Several residents reported that whenever they try to 
contact Capparella he is either unavailable or delays 
calling for several days, and when he finally does make 
a promise it is empty, because neither he or his work­ 
men show up at the scene. 
Eugene Sell, resident, repea ted the complaint about 
dark streets. In response Vernon Py le, engineer, repor­ 
ted that Capparella signed papers Feb. 22. 1974 
promising that he would install not only street lighting, 
but also sidewalks, curbing, and the street. 
Thirteen street lights are foreseen on the officially 
approved plan. 
Larry Forester, resident, complained that a foun­ 
dation wall near his home is buckled and ready to cave 
in. Also, he said large piles of concrete curbing present 
a hazard, each piece weighing more than 1.000 pounds. 
He added that the developer made a weak effort to 
fill one of the open foundations, but the backhoe was 
stuck for serveral weeks until the ground froze and it 
could be removed. 
Apparently the building plans for those foundations 
were scuttled when the excavation unearthed a spring. 
Bertram Sorb, resident, complained that various 
doors in his home are unfinished, presenting a hazard 
to his family. 
In addition, his furnace was hooked up wrong, so that 
major rew iring was needed. 
Joseph Dugan, another resident, complained that 
while his property was recorded in Norristown last 
April the tax collector of the towiiship never was 
notified, so that when a tax bill finally was presented in 
October, it included a $32,40 penalty. 
He added that several stray dogs and cats present 
problems in the neighborhood, but he was told that 
police ha ve procedures to handle such incidents. 
Terry Chalfont reported that there are six lots which 
have no sidewalks and in a heavy snowfall the street is 
impassible too, since it is not yet dedicated and 
theref ore not plowed by the township. 
While the developer is still legal ow'ner of the street, 
he also is liable for snowplowing, but Mrs. Shirley 
Vagasky said traffic is extremely hazardous. 
Lee Mescolotto. solicitor, reported that according to 
the agreement in the bond, all improvements are to be 
completed by two years after the issuance of the first 
building permit. He said he would check wfhat legal 
action can be taken and at what time. 
Francis X. Ball, Zieglervilie, was appointed town­ 
ship engineer to fill the one-year unexpired term of 
David Beitman Associates 
Beitmans representative. Vernon Pyle, had to 
resign because he won a seat in the state legislature.
